It is an undeniable fact that 
considerable sums * will have to be 
spent on relief this wihter in this 
community, and that under Premier 
Brownlee’s. statement of policy,. we 
SHOULD QUALIFY FOR NEW 
HIGHWAY CONSTRUCTION BE- 
FORE WAINWRIGHT. 

As for traffic necessity, No. 14 
highway in Saskatchewan has its 
logical extension into Alberta in hign- 
way No. 13 via Hardisty. The distance 
from the Sask. line to Edmonton is 
shorter this way, and the diversion 
from Macklin straight north to Chau- 
vin SAVOURS OF DISCRIMINA- 
TION AGAINST THIS DISTRICT. 

Taking those considerations into ac- 
count, the people of the Provost dis- 
trict will naturally feel that they are 
SUFFERING INJUSTICE, SHOULD 
THE WAINWRIGHT HIGHWAY 
RECEIVE ATTENTION BERORE 
THEIR OWN. It is perfectly certain 
that the province will be called upon 
for considerable sums for relief dur- 
ing the coming wimter, and the com- 
monsense proceeding: .we ‘BeéMm to 
be to have the recipients work out 
these amounts in grading.

In organizing a series of economic 
conferences throughout the province, 
the Alberta Liberal party has intro- 
duced a novel and unique plan of get- 
ting-in touch with the people.

HITLER 


NOW PREMIER AND 


CHANCELLOR OF GERMANY; 
HINDENBURG 


Chancellor Hitler made himself ab- 
solute and unquestioned dictator of 
Germany Thursday by a virtual coup 
d'etat. 

The Austrian-born former lance- 
corporal became president as well as 
chancellor of Germany at 9.00 am. 
Thursday when President Paul von 
Hindenburg died. 

Hitler’s cabinet ministers Wednes- 
day night had prepared a decree set- 
ting forth that their chief should be 
president when Von Hindenburg died. 
Consequently, Germany was not with- 
out a president for even a minute. 

Within seven hours of the time of 
the former president’s death, the gov- 
ernment had decreed that the German 
public shall hold a presidential plebis- 
cite August 19th, destined to show 
whether the country approves of its 
new president and the Nazi govern- 
ment.
